DRIVERS who flout pedestrian only 
rules in Dorchester’s South Street could 
find themselves at the wrong end of a 
fixed penalty note. 

Police and traffic wardens are being 
asked to stamp down on motorists who ig¬ 
nore the restriction signs - often driving 
into the pedestrian zone to get money 
from cashpoint machines. 

The rules apply in the street from 
9.30am until 4.30pm, with times before 
and after this restricted to loading and un¬ 
loading for shops and other businesses, in¬ 
cluding the street’s market traders. 

And town councillors have been told 
that the problem applies just as much to 
the bottom end of the street, which has ac¬ 
cess from New Street, as it does at the top.

Police say this end of the road is still a 
pedestrian only zone, which does include 
disabled and commercial vehicles. 

Town council planning committee 
members recently suggested that traders, 
or the town’s Ambassadors, could be 
asked to monitor offenders. 

Planning committee chair Susie Hos- 
ford said she found it ridiculous that the 
rules were constantly being flouted: 
“Perhaps, if we provided the informa¬ 
tion, Dorset Police could write warning 
letters,” she suggested. 

“It’s like open season in South Street 


now. It’s quite extraordinary in this day 
and age that we have a road which is 
supposed to be closed off yet we can’t 
seem to do it.” 

Councillor Trevor Jones has suggested 
the county council be asked to fit mon¬ 
itoring strips to the road so that the ex¬ 
tent of the problem can be worked out. 

“At least we would know then 
whether it is sustained abuse, or just 
sporadic.” 

He said that plans are being made to 
improve the bottom end of the street for 
pedestrians, but said that project was 
still at least a year away. 

Added Councillor Hosford: “I won’t 
let this go away. I feel strongly that it 
should be a pedestrianised area.”

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Constituents call for MP's resignation

HUNDREDS of West 
Dorset residents have 
signed a petition urging 
their MP Oliver Letwin 
to resign after comments 
he made in the aftermath 
of the Broadwater Farm 
Riots in 1985. 

Bridport resident Sean 
Geraghty, one of Mr 
Letwin’s own con¬ 
stituents, has set up the 
campaign after it was re¬ 
vealed the MP, David 
Cameron’s policy chief, 
blamed the major distur¬ 
bances on “bad moral at¬ 
titudes”, claiming the 
conflicts were not the re¬ 
sult of deprivation or 
poverty, as white people 
had lived in similar con¬ 
ditions for years without 
an outbreak of rioting. 

Mr Letwin apologised 


“unreservedly” after the 
files were released by 
the National Archives 
last month. 

But Mr Geraghty, 
along with many other 
West Dorset residents 
who left comments on 
the online petition, feels 
that sorry is not enough. 

He said: “I put a peti¬ 
tion online after reading 
several articles con¬ 
demning Mr Letwin’s 
comments in national 
newspapers. 

“It gives local people, 
who he represents na¬ 
tionally, an opportunity 
to distance themselves 
from these comments 


that have been described 
as bordering on crimi¬ 
nality by Darcus Howe 
[a civil liberties cam¬ 
paigner] and ‘out of 
touch’ by Tottenham MP 
David Lammy, and 
should they feel like me 
that in this instance, say¬ 
ing sorry doesn’t go far 
enough. 

“Usually Mr Letwin 
says sorry and every¬ 
thing goes away. Saying 
sorry for racism and 
poverty-bashing and 
carrying on as if nothing 
has happened doesn’t 
seem enough. 

“Signing the petition, 
for me, is a way of chal¬ 


lenging these views and 
holding Mr Letwin to 
account.” 

But the West Dorset 
Conservative Associa¬ 
tion insisted that the 
troubled MP retained 
their full backing. 

A spokesperson said: 
“The West Dorset Con¬ 
servative Association 
gives its unbroken sup¬ 
port to our member of 
parliament, Oliver 
Letwin, whose hard 
work and dedication was 
recognised by his over¬ 
whelming re-election as 
MP for West Dorset at 
the general election last 
May.” 

A similar campaign 
has been started by 
Black Lives Matter, a 
national organisation 


working for the validity 
of black life, who are 
also supporting Mr Ger¬ 
aghty’s petition. 

Natalie Jeffers, of the 
organisation, said: “We 
have a broad reach and 
plan to keep the pressure 
turned up until Letwin 
resigns, or issues a full 
apology with admission 
that his policy-making 
and recommendations 
had a direct impact on 
the livelihoods of inner- 
city communities in 
Birmingham, Brixton, 
Tottenham and beyond. 

“We also demand the 
Conservative govern¬ 
ment make policy rec¬ 
ommendations that 
amend wrongs of the 
past and inject invest¬ 
ment into the black com-

after long-term. The couple have four 
of their own children, one of which is 
also a foster carer, and live just yards 
from Kathleen’s sister, who also fosters. 

They were nominated for the award by 
Wolverhampton City Council who they 
still foster for - becoming long-term fos¬ 
ter parents for the city when they moved 
to Weymouth from the area in 1993. 

“We started in 1972 and never looked 
back,” said Mrs Shayler, “We just like to 
be part of a big family and most Sundays 
you are likely to find at least a dozen 
people here for lunch.” 

Mr Shayler initially started work as a 
fabricator and welder for a Granby com¬ 
pany, but later moved to Wareham to 
work, where he stayed until his retire¬ 
ment eight years ago. The couple have 
been together since they were 14, meet¬ 
ing at school. 

“The neighbours were a little startled 
when we first turned up in a 15-seater 


minibus with ten children, three of our 
own and seven we were then fostering,” 
he said. 

The couple bought their home in Wey¬ 
mouth in 1992 and moved in a year later. 

“We bought a house in Weymouth be¬ 
cause it is such a beautiful place to live, 
and Wolverhampton asked us if we 
would change our status to have children 
long-term so we could bring some down 
with us. To grow up by the sea is won¬ 
derful.” 

Mrs Shayler says she was bursting to 
tell family and friends about the MBE 
when they were first told of it about six 
week ago - but were sworn to secrecy. 

“Roy said Took at this letter’. I thought 
it was just a wind-up, but when we re¬ 
alised it wasn’t we were so shocked, to 
us this is just a way of life and we love 
it.” 

Apart from fostering Mrs Shayler still 
works part-time in the community, help¬ 
ing two people with severe learning dif¬ 


ficulties. She has worked with them for 
more than 20 years. 

The couple will travel to Buckingham 
Palace to receive the award in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Other local award winners were Mrs 
Gillian Penwell from Nightingale Court, 
Weymouth who was awarded the British 
Empire Medal for services to the elderly 
and bereaved people through her work 
with CRUSE and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Carers UK. 

She started volunteering for CRUSE in 
2007 after receiving help from the charity 
when her husband, David, died suddenly. 

Mrs Penwell said that she was privi¬ 
leged to receive the award and happy to 
do so on behalf of all volunteers 

She runs a bereavement group at Pil¬ 
grim House in Hope Square which meets 
from 10.30am to 12.30pm on the first 
Wednesday of every month and from 
2pm to 4pm on the third Wednesday of 
every month.

Dorset police report 
improvement in 
answering 999 calls 


DORSET Police are reporting a ten per cent im¬ 
provement in the time it takes to answer 999 calls. 

In November 93 per cent of the calls were an¬ 
swered within 10 seconds - an increase from the 
same time last year when 91 per cent of 999 calls 
were answered within 10 seconds. 

Calls received via the 101 service also showed 
an improvement as 75 per cent of calls were an¬ 
swered within 30 seconds during November 2015; 
up from 66 per cent in November 2014. 

On average 8,500 calls to the 101 line are re¬ 
ceived per week - equivalent to over 1,200 calls 
per day. 

But the police say they are still receiving far too 
many calls which have nothing to do with police 
matters - which stops those with genuine calls 
from getting through. 

Assistant Chief Constable, David Lewis, says: 
“It is still a surprise that the Force receives such 
high volumes of calls which are not police related 
matters. This is a concern because these calls pre¬ 
vent other people who have a genuine need to 
speak with the Force from getting through in a 
timely fashion.” 

These included a caller who rang 999 to say they 
were unhappy because a take away delivery driver 
didn’t have any change; one who rang 999 to ask 
what the non-emergency number was and another 
who called 999 to report ‘I’ve lost my friend in the 
pub’. 


Dorset Police say that ongoing recruitment has 
aided the increased performance and say that fur¬ 
ther improvements to the service could be noticed 
during 2016 as a result of new call centre technolo¬ 
gies being delivered. 

Mr Lewis says that the 101 line should be used 
to: give the police information about crime in your 
area; to speak to the police about a police related 
enquiry; if your car has been stolen; if property has 
been damaged; if you suspect drug use or dealing 
in your local area, and to report a minor traffic ac¬ 
cident 

“If a crime is in progress, or life is at risk, you 
should always call 999,” he said. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn 
Underhill, said: “I am pleased by recent perform¬ 
ance figures which has seen Dorset Police improve 
its response times to answering non-emergency 
calls on its 101 service... The number of people 
contacting me regarding the 101 service has fallen 
over the last few months, however, I still think 
there is work to be done in improving public con¬ 
fidence in the 101 service.” 

The Dorset Police website has a ‘Do It Online’ 
service, enabling members of the public to make 
a general enquiry, report lost property, request a 
call back, message an officer directly or make a 
complaint.

DORSET Police and Crime 
Commissioner Martyn Under¬ 
hill has welcomed the news that 
Dorset Police budgets will be 
largely protected by the Home 
Office. 

The proportion of money that 
the government contributes to 
policing Dorset has reduced by 
0.6 per cent rather than the three 
and a half per cent expected be¬ 
fore the November Comprehen¬ 
sive Spending Review. 

Mr Underhill said: “On the 
face of it, this is a fair settle¬ 
ment. As the Chancellor an¬ 
nounced, the Government now 
expect me to raise the precept by 
two per cent next year, to main¬ 


tain the same funding as this 
year. 

“I shall now ask the people of 
Dorset for their view, in a con¬

College to offer course on 
South Dorset Ridgeway 


KINGSTON Maurward College 
is running a 20-session course 
about the South Dorset Ridge¬ 
way - starting in February. 

Interest in the area has been 
growing with volunteers over the 
past year giving an estimated 
£35,000 worth of work - accord¬ 
ing to Jill Hearing, project offi¬ 
cer of the South Dorset 
Ridgeway Landscape Partner¬ 
ship. 

Many of those volunteers are 
expected to be amongst those 
who sign up for the course which 
will look at the natural history of 
the landscape and provide an in¬ 
troduction to the Ridgeway, its 
geology, ecological/archaeolog¬ 
ical characteristics and how im¬ 
portant it is for our cultural and 
historical identity. 

It will also look at its historical 
development and past manage¬ 


ment, and how this has impacted 
upon our current landscape. 
There will be archaeological site 
visits and engagement in current 
habitat management partnerships 
and programs (to include all day 
practical management including 
dry stone walling, scrub clear¬ 
ance), as well as walks and talks 
from other partners. 

Flora and fauna of the Ridge¬ 
way will be studied alongside 
development of ID skills and a 
range of practical surveys; plus 
future outcomes and sustainable 
management to ensure the safe¬ 
guarding of this important land¬ 
scape to maintain its legacy. 

Course Leader, Vikki Gal¬ 
lagher, said: “It is so important to 
encourage all of our local busi¬ 
nesses and inhabitants to acquire 
knowledge and understanding of 
the history the South Dorset 


Ridgeway so that we can en¬ 
lighten the next generation and 
the visitors that our businesses 
depend on - especially when the 
reason the tourists visit is be¬ 
cause of the stunning landscape. 
These ambassadors will hope¬ 
fully increase the number of 
days the visitors stay when they 
realise how much more there is 
to see and learn.” 

This course is aimed at those 
with an interest in where they 
live - those working in volun¬ 
tary organisations, the tourist in¬ 
dustry, farmers, parents, 
teachers or retired people - who 
want to know more about the 
area and to inspire the next gen¬ 
eration.

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Parking restriction plans to be dropped 


PLANS to change parking restrictions in Dorch¬ 
ester’s Coburg and Edward Roads has been 
dropped by the county council - for the time being. 

The authority had wanted to lift some of the park¬ 
ing restrictions in a bid to ease problem parking on 
other nearby roads - until residents told them to 
think again. 

Part of the plan included allowing drivers to stay

centre workers, including staff at the County Hos¬ 
pital, only a short walk away from many of the 
favoured free parking locations. 

The problems in many of the roads is made 
worse at either end of the day as parents arrive to 
pick up and drop off their children at the Middle 
School and at Thomas Hardye’s. 

Ward councillor for Coburg Road Councillor 
Trevor Jones has written to residents who submit¬ 
ted comments on the proposed changes to tell 


them: “Having had a discussion with the appropri¬ 
ate officer in County Hall, it’s been agreed that the 
revocation of the present Residents’ Parking 
Scheme in both Coburg Road and Edward Road is 
not going to proceed immediately. 

“There have been sufficient objections to gener¬ 
ate a rethink,” said Councillor Jones, adding that 
fresh proposals may well yet appear in the spring. 
If they do residents will be given another chance 
to comment. 


County council sees a rise in 
money spent on agency staff 


DORSET County Council has 
seen a 20 per cent increase in 
the amount it spends on agency 
staff. 

The move has upset long¬ 
term contract workers who 
often now sit next to less qual¬ 
ified and experienced staff 
being paid twice as much as 
they are. 

From July to September £1.8 
million was spent on agency 
workers - compared to 
£1.5million for the same period 
the previous years. 

Social Services is one of the 
worst areas for the use of 
agency staff where newly qual¬ 
ified workers frequently find 
they are unable to afford hous¬ 
ing in the county. 

The council says it uses 
agency staff and consultants on 
a temporary basis to cover va¬ 


cancies during a restructure, or 
where there is a demand that 
cannot immediately be met by 
the normal recruitment proce¬ 
dure; or to cover temporary 
short-term peaks in workload. 
Some are used for specialist 
support and advice. 

In social services the council 
has seen a massive increase in 
the demand for services from 
vulnerable families and has 
spent £713,200 to support chil¬ 
dren’s services in July-Septem- 
ber last year. 

The council says it has pro¬ 
posals in place to attract more 
permanent social workers. 

Other big spenders on agency 
staff are the Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership which forked out 
£752.4000 on agency staff 
from July-September. 

Dorset County Council Cabi¬ 


net member for corporate de¬ 
velopment, Robin Cook, said: 
“We are working hard to re¬ 
duce the amount we spend on 
agency staff, but the fact re¬ 
mains that in certain areas of 
our business we bring them in 
to help us keep our essential 
front-line services going. 

“We sometimes need special¬ 
ist knowledge (often for a short 
time or on a one-off basis) or 
skills and knowledge that our 
own members of staff don’t 
have. In these instances it 
makes sense to use consult¬ 
ants.” 

More than 1,270 full-time 
equivalent jobs have disap¬ 
peared from the county council 
since June 2010. Roughly 500 
were redundancies and more 
than 340 voluntary redundan¬ 
cies.

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New book tells of Weymouth's 
medieval history highs and lows 


WEYMOUTH had a long and interest¬ 
ing history before the visits of King 
George III set it on course to become a 
famous holiday resort. 

This book, Medieval Weymouth: 
Growth and Decline by James Crump 
(YouCaxton Publications £6.99), traces 
the stories of the rival towns of Wey¬ 
mouth and Melcombe Regis in the Mid¬ 
dle Ages. 

It shows how they grew from small 
fishing settlements to two of the most 
prosperous ports in Dorset especially 
after King Edward I ordered the com¬ 
plete redevelopment of Melcombe. 

However, from the middle of the 14th 
Century disease and war sent them into 
a period of decline. 

The book looks at the often unruly 
lives of the ordinary townspeople and 
the attempts of the town authorities to 
govern them. 

It also describes the efforts of some 
leading figures to remedy the lack of re¬ 
ligious provision in the towns. 

It suggests that Weymouth and Mel¬ 
combe’s ‘middle ages’ lasted until the 
end of the 16th century when they man¬ 
aged to sink their differences and build 
a bridge. 

There are details of the two charters for 
Weymouth and Melcombe Regis, how 
those medieval towns sought to expand, 
their trade, the type of ships using the

port, the effect of the Black Death, 
French attacks and the growth of reli¬ 
gion. 

Life of the times included observations 
on everything from dung being dumped 
in the streets to early legal proceedings 
over everything from an assault by a 
man using a rake to complaints about a 
dog killing poultry as well as prosecu¬ 
tions for more serious assaults involving 
swords or daggers. 

Author James Crump and his wife, 


Pauline, literally measured the town cen¬ 
tre for this book. 

James said: “We used a tape divided 
into the old medieval perch unit which 
is 16ft 6in. 

“Property boundaries exist for a very 
long time so, when we measured build¬ 
ing frontages and they matched a perch 
unit, we knew it was likely that the 
boundary was a medieval one. 

“We found that the central block of 
Weymouth town centre from St Mary 
Street to St Thomas Street was still ex¬ 
actly eight perches wide. 

“Overall it took me eleven years to col¬ 
lect all the information and to write this 
book....and very rewarding it was too!” 

James Crump read history at Oxford 
University, before teaching school stu¬ 
dents, undergraduates and interested 
adults. He wrote about social and indus¬ 
trial history in his native Yorkshire be¬ 
fore moving to Dorset. For the last 20 
years he has been researching Dorset 
history and is especially interested in the 
early history of towns.

Will WDDC have to face referendum? 


■ THE petition that success¬ 
fully achieved a referendum 
for May 5th on West Dorset’s 
system of governance saw 
around 7.5 per cent of the 
electorate sign (only fiver per 
cent was required) to change 
from the ‘Leader and Execu¬ 
tive’ system to the broader 
and, we believe, more demo¬ 
cratic ‘committee’ system. 

Ninety nine per cent of the 
500 people at public meetings 
wanted this change; and dur¬ 
ing the campaign from Lyme 
Regis to Sherborne we met 
around just 38 people prefer¬ 
ring the ‘Leader and Execu¬ 
tive’ system. 


In Canterbury, while the 
public’s petition signatures for 
such a change were mounting 
strongly, their Executive de¬ 
cided to voluntarily revert to 
the ‘committee’ system. 
We’ve tabled a public ques¬ 
tion for WDDC’s council 
meeting at 2.15pm this Thurs¬ 
day, January 7th to ask the 
Leader if he/his Executive 
might also kindly consider 
changing the governance sys¬ 
tem voluntarily, (as they 
could) saving everyone time 
and money. 

If they decide not to, Public 
First believes that on May 5th 
a strong majority of people 


who support all the political 
parties, whether Conservative, 
Labour, Lib-Dem, UKIP, 
Green, Independent etc - and 
those who don’t support any 
political party - will give a 
strong endorsement for what 
is purely a system change... 
back from a ‘Leader and Ex¬ 
ecutive’ system to the more 
democratic ‘committee’ sys¬ 
tem. This will enable all 42 of 
WDDC’s elected councillors - 
of whatever political hue - to 
play a more proportionate role 
in the council’s policy-mak¬ 
ing. Currently we rely on the 
Leader of the largest party 
hand-picking six councillors

Observe the police at work 


LOCAL people are being offered the 
chance to sign up to the Dorset Police 
Lay Observer Scheme. 

It offers the chance to join officers 
on patrol and see, first hand, how the 
police work with partner agencies. 

The scheme is open to people over 
the age of 18. 

“We cannot guarantee what kinds 
of incidents officers with observers 
will attend, but you may encounter 
officers dealing with shop theft, vic¬ 
tims and offenders of burglary, vehi¬ 
cle crime, drug warrants and people 
being stopped and searched,” said a 
force spokesperson. 


Observers have to be security vet¬ 
ted, due to the information they may 
become aware of, or what they may 
see during the observation. This can 
sometimes take a number of weeks. 

Scheme participants must also at¬ 
tend a safety briefing prior to going 
out on patrol. They will have to fol¬ 
low the instructions of the officer 
they’re accompanying at all times 
and wear a high visibility observer 
jacket. 

Feedback will be sought from ob¬ 
servers about their time with officers, 
so that two-way learning can take 
place.

GEM calls for overhaul 
of driver eyesight test 


ROAD Safety organisation GEM 
Motoring Assist is calling on the 
Government to introduce com¬ 
pulsory eyesight testing for all 
drivers at regular intervals. GEM 
says better regulation of eye¬ 
sight tests for drivers would cut 
collisions and make Britain's 
roads safer. 

A detailed test of a driver's vi¬ 
sual acuity and field of view 
should be required every 10 
years, according to GEM. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams MBE comments: "We 
are worried that a large number 
of drivers have not had their 
eyes tested for many years - and 
some have never had a test. 

"Many of us assume our vision 
is fine and does not require a 
check-up; however we have no 
way of knowing this for sure. 
That's why it's so important for 
road safety that the Government 
take steps to ensure regular, 
compulsory testing for all drivers. 

"We believe it is unacceptable 
to operate a system where a 


driver can read a number plate 
aged 17 and carry on driving for 
50 years or more without any 
eyesight check whatsoever. 

"Along with many road safety 
organisations, we believe every¬ 
one should undergo a compul¬ 
sory, professional eyesight test 
when applying for a provisional 
licence, with a further test every 
10 years after that. 

The current 'number plate' 
eyesight test was introduced to 
the driving test in 1937 and has 
only been amended in minor 
ways over the years to reflect 
changing number plate sizes. It 
is the only eyesight test drivers 
are required to undertake until 
they reach the age of 70. 

According to GEM, the test is 
crude and outdated, as it only 
measures visual acuity (sharp¬ 
ness). It could also quite easily 
examine a driver's field of view, 
as is done in many US states, to 
check whether motorists can 
see and react to what's happen¬ 
ing around them. 


David Williams concludes:"The 
time has come to accept that 
the current driver eyesight test 
simply isn't fit for purpose. 
What's more, it is certainly no 
longer acceptable for drivers to 
self-certify. 

"As more and more people 
are staying behind the wheel 
into their eighties and beyond, 
the need for mandatory eye¬ 


sight testing has never been 
more pressing." 

The Still Safe to Drive

Motoring Assist Road Safety 
Charity, maintains an excellent 
video library, which includes an 
interview with optometrist Pro¬ 
fessor Steve Taylor on how our 
eyesight alters with age.

F OR anyone who may have 
read my piece on the 
Glovers on our website last 
week, prior to the announcement 
of the new Yeovil Town manager, 
no, this is not the same article, 
but me repeating what I said 
then, and still believe, following 
the confirmation of Darren Way 
as the club’s new manager.

However, 
despite this record of failure he 
continues to go down the same 
route.

There was a lot of speculation 
after Sturrock’s departure as to 
who the club might appoint, but 
most fans thought this was only 
paper talk. 

Despite a number of names 
being muted like the experienced 
Ian Holloway, at the top of the 
spectrum, and the likes of Jamie 
McAllister and Marcus Stewart 
looking to cut their teeth in man¬ 
agement, I wonder how many ac¬ 
tually applied? 

How many looked at the club 
and the way it has been run, and 
thought that is a club I could suc¬ 
ceed at? 

Would Holloway risk his repu¬ 
tation, or a rookie worry that the 
experience was going to put them 
off managing as a career? 

It would also be interesting to 
know just how many potential 
people were interviewed by the 


Yeovil board? 

Saturday’s “six-pointer” 
against York City, 90th and 92nd 
in the Football League lived up 
to its billing; a game of missed 
passes and clumsy tackles. 

To be fair Yeovil did show 
more passion than in recent 
games, but their lack of a cutting 
edge up front once again let them 
down. 

Without Francois Zoko who 
once again worked his socks off 
they are left wanting. He won the 
sponsors POM award again; per¬

The win, courtesy of a Matt 


Dolan spot-kick following a 
rather dubious penalty decision 
from referee James Linington, 
gave the Glovers the points, but I 
still fear for them. Way has 
plenty of enthusiasm but whether 
he has the nous, not seen in the 
past, to keep them up we shall 
see. 

All we can do now is get be¬ 
hind him, as this really is the last 
chance.

Magpies and Terras both looking good 



BOTH Weymouth and Dorchester Town are 
well placed in the Evo-Stik League Southern 
Premier as they enter the New Year. 

The Terras are handily placed in sixth, just 
two points off a play-off place with games in 
hand over their higher placed rivals, whilst 
the Magpies are only four points further away 
in 12th position. 

Weymouth have the best defensive record 
in the league having only conceded 18 goals 
in 24 games, but are finding goals hard to 
come by having only netted 34 times, ten of 
which came in two home matches; four 
against Frome Town in the first game of the 
season, and six against Slough Town just be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

They have always been in contention, reach¬ 
ing the heady top spot in early October and 
are currently unbeaten in their last four 
matches albeit three of them draws including 
the Boxing Day derby against the Magpies, 
and have one of the best players in the league 
in Chris Shephard.

Manager Jason Matthews will be well aware 
that his charges were even better placed this 
time last year when top of the league; they 
and Poole Town looking certainties for pro¬ 
motion. 

However, after beating Cambridge City their 
season fell apart dramatically as they spiralled 
out of contention losing 13 and winning just 
five of their last 22 matches to finish seventh. 

They had a chance to get things up and run¬ 
ning yesterday at Paulton Rovers last night 
(Tuesday), although the recent bad weather 
made the chances of playing slim. 

Dorchester Town have undergone transfor¬ 
mation during 2015 with player manager 
Mark Jermyn taking the reins in late January, 
since when the Magpie's longest serving 
player has turned things around. 

Lying 21 st on his return, he spent the rest of 


last season consolidating their position in the 
Premier League. 

Together with assistant manager Nick Crit¬ 
tenden and coach Stuart Heath he has since 
reformed the team bringing back some of the 
players that left following the club's slashing 
of the budget under Phil Simkin, and blend¬ 
ing them with young talent, both locally and 
the help of local clubs AFC Bournemouth and 
AFC Portsmouth amongst others. 

As a result the performances have been up¬ 
lifting, and whilst Jermyn acknowledges there 
is still some way to go, he believes that he is 
on the right track to making the Magpies pro¬ 
motion play-off candidates if not this year, 
then next season. 

The inconsistency of results in rebuilding 
the squad has led to them yo-yoing up and 
down the top half of the league. 

Two draws against second placed Chippen¬ 
ham Town and Weymouth in their last two 
games suggests that they will be there or 
thereabouts come the end of the campaign.
